INTRODUCTION AND HISTORY 

The purpose of this catalog is to list all of the color, die, and transparency vari¬ 
eties of the plastic Sales Tax Tokens, so that the collector can identify the token 
varieties that he may have. This list is not the first work work done on plastic 
Sales Tax Tokens. R. Wayne "Dick" Johnson of Kansas City, Missouri, published an ex¬ 
haustive list of Missouri plastics in the early 1950's, and it was from his list that 
I began my own study. Excluded from my work here, though, is any study of pattern 
tokens or manufacturer's and salesmen's samples. 

The use of plastic for the manufacturing of Sales Tax Tokens started in 1942 when me¬ 
tals and fibers used previously came into short supply because of the military needs 
of WW II. Plastic for tokens continued in use until 1961. Such tokens were issued 
by at least seven states: Alabama, Colorado, Mississippi, Missouri, New Mexico, Utah, 
and Washington. Missouri was the last state to use plastic tokens, or any Sales Tax 
Tokens for that matter. The states of Arizona and Oklahoma considered the use of 
plastic, but never issued tokens in that medium as far as is known. Plastic tokens 
from all states have a similar basic design. 

ABBREVIATIONS AND TERMS 

State Names: The abbreviations of state names used in this catalog were taken from 
the U.S. Postal Zip Code Directory , and are as follows: 

AL - Alabama MO - Missouri NM - New Mexico 

CO - Colorado UT - Utah WA - Washington 

MS - Mississippi 

Transparency: Plastic tokens are found with a range of the quality which permits or 
does not permit light to pass through the token. Some abbreviations are: 

wc - water clear transparent trp - transparent 

trl - translucent op - opaque 

WATER CLEAR TRANSPARENT: When held to a strong light such tokens 
will seem to be very clear and there will be little or no color 
seen through the token except on the highest points of the design. 

The design on the other side of the token will be readily visible. 

TRANSPARENT: The condition is similar to the above, except that 
the token's coloring is seen at all points of the token. 

TRANSLUCENT: All coloring is seen and the design on the other side 
is hazy. 

OPAQUE: No light or design can be seen through the token. 

Colors: Ail colors listed in parentheses () are colors as seen when holding the to¬ 
kens up to a strong light. All other colors listed are ones seen under normal light 
conditions. 
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Die Varieties; At this time and so far as I know only the tokens of two states have 
die varieties, the One and Five Mills tokens of Missouri, and the One Mill tokens of 
Utah. These varieties are most obvious in reference to the thickness of and spacing 
between the center rings. Individual One Mill tokens from either state have one of 
the following possible die combinations, and each number represents a die variety. 

1 & 1 2 & 2 3 A 3

Sub-Varieties; There are a number of varieties relating to the molding process of 
the tokens: 


ROTATED DIE: the dies of both sides of the token have 
the numerals of value crossed, so that when a token is 
held up to a strong light, a One Mill token appears to 
have an "X" in the center. 

PERFECT DIE: the numerals of value on the One Mill to¬ 
kens match perfectly. They do not cross, 

*D1E IMPERFECTION: a large or small part of the token 
will be missing as a result of the plastic not filling 
the mold properly. 

DIE (UR MOLD) EXTRUSION: since plastic tokens are mol¬ 
ded and not struck like metal coins, the mold has to be 
cleaned periodically. If cleaning is not done, or is 
imprecise, then the extra plastic will be squeezed through, 
the edge of the mold and harden attached to the tokens. 

These tokens will have strips attached to their edges. 

*DIE HOLE: Such tokens will have holes of different sizes 
and shapes caused by a process similar to DIE IMPERFECTION. 

* The collector will have to be careful since an appear¬ 
ance of these token conditions can be created with a hot 
knife or needle. The fakes I have seen do not have straight 
edges and are usually shiny around the area in question. 

Number Log; Roman numerals in the following catalog indicate the token's denomination, 
e.g. I = One Mill, II * Two Mills, and V » Five Mills. Upper case letters (A, H, C) 
stand for a combination of color and transparency varieties. Arabic numerals (l, 2, 

3) mean the Die Varieties used on either side of the token. Lower case letters (a, 
b, c) stand for the Sub-Varieties (rotated dies, imperfections, etc.). 

Therefore if the collector has a Missouri red One Mill token with Die Varieties l & 3 
on both sides, the listing would M0-I.H2. If the token had a rotated die, the lis¬ 
ting would read additionally as M0-l.H2b, and so on. Numbers listed in parentheses 
refer to those numbers assigned to basic die types and some varieties in U.S. STATE- 
ISSUED SALES TAX TOKENS, e.g. (AL-13), (CO-5), (MS-7), etc. 

Grading and Pricing: The grading of plastic tokens is at best difficult. The most 
effective means to determine wear is to observe the scratches on the outer rim of the 
tokens. I have found that plastic tokens do not show obvious wear until they have 
been in circulation for some time. Listed below are the standards which I use. 

UNCIRCULATED - there will be no scratches or wear and the token 
will be bright. 

FINE - there will be light scratches and the token will be dull. 

COOD - the token will be badly worn. 

I have priced tokens in this li. t even though most of them are abundantly common. The 
left hand column indicates pieces from fine to extremely fine condition, md the right 
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hand column is for uncirculated specimens.

"WOODEN CHECK NEW FORM OF LEGAL 'TINDER" 

TENINO, Wash. (AP) - The town that gain¬ 
ed fame by its Issuance of "legal wooden 
money" in the early 1930s has again is¬ 
sued a piece of its hard-grained legal 
tender. This time it was a wooden 
check, 9x24 inches, for $30,000 presen¬ 
ted in payment for work on the communi¬ 
ty's Bi-Centennial project. 

The project involves moving a threatened 
historic railroad depot to the town's 
park and restoring the structure before 
its scheduled dedication July 4 as the 
community's museum and activity center. 

The town worked for more than two years 
to raise the money and the 322-ton stone 
depot was moved in one piece last Aug. 

30. The project contractor was paid with 
the wooden check. ( Lake Charles (LA) 
American Press , Jan. '76.

’•MARTIN MONEY" IS SOUVENIR NOW 


While the official sales-tax rate in 
is pegged at 5.3 cents on the dollar, 
larger or smaller amounts often are paid 
on retail purchases. That is because, 
from a practical standpoint, it is not 
feasible to apply a "pure" 5.3 per cent 
on every purchase without returning to 
the era of the tax token. 

And nobody seems to want to even think 
about reviving tax tokens as a means of 
of collecting the sales tax - even though 
the present tax table, expressed in cents, 
means that the rate is fractionally 
higher than 5.3 per cent on smaller pur¬ 
chases. 

ALL THIS comes to mind with the publi¬ 
cation in Olympia of an entertaining es¬ 
say by Marlene Bostrom in the State De¬ 
partment of Revenue's newsletter on the 
history of this state's pioneering ven¬ 
ture with tax tokens in the mid-1930s. 

Mrs. Bostrom is a department aide. 

Called "Martin Money" (after the late 
Gov. Clarence D. Martin, who was in of¬ 
fice at the time), the tokens went in¬ 
to distribution when the 1935 Legisla¬ 
ture enacted the state's first retail- 
sales tax. The rate then was 2 per cent, 
and some foods (such as bread, dairy 
products, and fresh fruit and vegetables) 
were exempt. At the start, the tokens 
were each worth a fifth of a cent. Some¬ 
times they were paper coupons because 
of a shortage of the aluminum coins, 
about the size of a quarter with a hole 
in the middle, which became familiar to 
Washington residents during the next 16 
years. 

FOR A TIME during the Second World War, 
an aluminum shortage forced the manufac¬ 
ture of tokens made from composition fi¬ 
ber and, later, plastic. By the time 
the token system was abandoned in 1951, 
the state had distributed some 185 mil¬ 
lion tokens. They were used by buyers 
when the sales tax due involved a frac¬ 
tional percentage point. 

But the tokens had other applications. 

A common pastime was the "stacking" of 
the tokens - alternately horizontal and 
vertical - into columns, with schoolboys 
making study-hall wagers on who could 
erect the tallest one. 

Mrs. Bostrom says oldtimers recall that 
Yakima Indians sewed tokens onto trou¬ 
sers and hatbands for decorations. Teen¬ 
agers of the time strung them on shoe¬ 
laces and on the drawstrings of the olive- 
green rain slickers popular in the 1930s 
and 1940s. 


THE TOKENS also served as makeshift po¬ 
ker chips, washers, and, when weighted, 
as fishing lures. Slot machines were 
still legal then and often were fed with 
tax tokens, which had been filed smooth 
along the edges and weighted with lead 
plugged into the center hole. 

Problems created by the tokens in the 
operation of pay telephones, coin-oper¬ 
ated vending machines, busfare boxes, 
and the like were instrumental in the 
decision to abandon the tokens when the 
when the state decided to collect the 
sales tax in pennies under the "bracket" 
method of computing the tax. 

What happened to the 185 million tokens? 
An effort was made to retrieve them, and 
one official remembers that he used sack¬ 
fuls of them as doorstops in the offices 
of the State Tax Commission, forerunner 
of the Department of Revenue. 

MANY CITIZENS still keep them as sou¬ 
venirs and, especially in the case of 
the paper scrip variety, the tokens pro¬ 
bably have value as collectors' items. 
Most simply were discarded by state em¬ 
ployees assigned to the task. Mark As- 
pinwall of Olympia, now retired, told 
Mrs. Bostrom that he had strewn some 
100,000 of them about, not unlike the 
scattering of ashes in a burial at sea. 
"Somewhere on the slope below the State 
Capitol greenhouse," Mrs. Bostrom says, 
"they now rest in peace."

From the Newsletter copy 1 have deleted the addresse of the collectors who adver¬ 
tised within its pages, since, no doubt, they have long sinceparted with the items 
they were offering. Hr. Schmal, according to Jeanne, had completely dropped out 
of the Sales Tax Token catalog picture. I have not heard from Jeanne, herself, now 
for several years. So, for what they're worth, here are the pages of the lews letter 
and Draft Catalog , slightly edited and rearranged. 

A Special Note: For those of you who have not yet given up on Hike Pfefferkorn and 
myself, the material and photos for CHITS, CHISLERS, AND FUNNY HONEY: A HISTORY AND 
GAIALOG OF SALES TAX TOKENS, has been completed. Everything at the moment is in 
Hike's hands, and negotiations with a printer on the East Coast are being conducted, 
if they haven't already been completed. You should hear from us soon about it 
(hopefully).

Regarding prices — send in prices you know collectors have paid in the last three 
months, not a year or so ago. I have bought Sales Tax Tokens for as low as $1.00 per 
pound. Also have paid a dollar each for certain Illinois Provisional issues. In my 
June Hail Bid Sale I will offer some tax tokens to see if there is any interest 
around, etc. 

Rarity — we shall use the same scale as Fuld does on Civil War Tokens. Rarity 1 - 
very common, over 5000 known; R2 - 2000 and up; R3 - 500 and up; R4 - 200 and up; R5 - 
75 to 200; R6 - 20 to 75; R7 - 10 to 20; R8 - 5 to 10; R9 - 2 to 4; and R10 - only one 
known. 

Letters were received from A. Hemlnger, listing some unlisted varieties of Alabama, 
Missouri, New Mexico, Oklahoma, and Utah tokens; from Frank McClung on rotated backs 
of Alabama and Arizona; from Byron Johnson on Washington Issues; and R.S. Helm on 
unlisted Oklahoma items.

Clymer, George Gould, George Frakes, Ralph Hinde, and many others. 

On the question of dues, let's wait and see how many are Interested in this branch 
of Exonumla before we start a club.

ALABAMA 

The Alabama sales tax law became effective March 1, 1937. The law required that to¬ 
kens be Issued In two denominations: one In aluminum, which represented the payment 
of tax equal to 1/10 of IX, and the other a brass token marked "5", which represented 
the payment of tax equal to * of IX. The state also Issued tokens of copper, zinc, 
plastic, and fiber, not necessarily in this order. However, after October 1, 1947, 
the legislature of Alabama repealed the section of the law requiring the use and Is¬ 
suance of these tokens, and replaced them with the bracket system. (G. Frakes 4/66) 

The Osborne Register Co. of Cincinnati, Ohio, made 82,2QOyOOO of Che "l" value, and 
11,800,900 of Che "5" value from March 1, 1937, to April 21, 1942. 

(ED NOTE: The "copper" 5 Mills token has always been a mystery to me. So far there 
have been no great quantities of It. Several collectors have attested co there being 
such In their collections, but my surmise Is that It could be a test strike or speci¬ 
men, or simply part of a batch of badly alloyed brass. I do have several brass to¬ 
kens in which the copper shows very clearly as a patch. JFS)

The aluminum tokens were used first, then starting in 1941, rubber and plas¬ 
tic, both translucent and opaque, were Instituted because of the scarcity of alumi¬ 
num due to World War 11. The token provision of the lase was abolished February 28, 
1945, btcause of Che lnpractlcablliCy of collecting Che with tokens. There was a 
period of redemption until June, 1945. The companies known to have made tokens were 
Sacha-Lawlor Co. and Colorado & Plasticrafts, Inc., both of Denver. (Frakes 4/66)

(The following article is made up of excerpts from the forthcoming book CHITS, 
CHISLERS, AND FUNNY MONEY: A HISTORY AND CATALOG OF SALES TAX TOKENS, by Jerry 
Schimnel and Michale Pfefferkorn. The West Virginia series are probably the most 
scarce of all of the different items used in fractional-cent sales tax collection.) 


West Virginia is sometimes credited with 
having the first state aaies tax law. 
e 1921 "Excise and Sales Tax" law, 
owever, did not levy the tax directly 
upon the consumer. On April 1, 1934, 
the "General Consumer's Sales and Ser¬ 
vice Tax Law" which established a two 
percent tax rate became effective. Un¬ 
der this law taxes levied on the sales 
of tangible personal property except 
for automobiles, gasoline, food, and 
several others provided monies for the 
support of school districts. 

The general consumers sales tax law was 
passed again in 1935. The act was ap¬ 
proved by Governor Herman Guy Kump, The 
1935 law was made into a permanent tax 
as a result of action by the 1937 legis¬ 
lature. 

No tokens were issued in this state; 
however, as in North Carolina, the five 
and ten cent stores used paper coupons. 
The problem was that variety stores were 
usually departmentalized and, therefore, 
used several cash registers. Conse¬ 
quently, several sales tax overcharges 
could occur during one trip to the store 
f the customer made purchases in more 
chan one department. Although the ex¬ 
act period of use of the coupons is not 
known, the state tax department has in¬ 
dicated that they were probably used as 
early as 1935. A former manager of one 
of the J.G. McCrory Company stores re¬ 
called using the coupons as late as 1951. 
Most likely the sales tax tickets were 


adopted shortly after the passage of 
the 1934 law. In 1955 the state tax 
department ruled that a sales transac¬ 
tion was complete when the property is 
delivered or handed to the purchaser 
and the price is paid in cash or charged 
to his account. According to the de¬ 
partment, this effectively outlawed the 
sales slip procedure. 

Although cardstock tear-coupons- were 
used by the W.T. Grant and G.C. Murphy 
Companies, the "memorandum" was the 
most universally used type of coupon in 
West Virginia. A manager of an S.S. 
Kresge store in Charleston described 
the memorandum's use as follows: 

"A customer makes a 10c purchase and 
pays lc tax. One of these slips is 
issued to the customer with one of 
the 10's marked off. The customer 
may take this slip to any counter 
in the store and make purchases a- 
mounting to 50c, including the first 
purchase before paying another lc 
tax. The same procedure is followed 
for larger sales with lc being ad¬ 
ded for each additional 50c. Exam¬ 
ple: if the sale is over 50c, two 
cents tax is paid; for $1.00 sales, 
three cents tax is paid, etc." 

The tear-coupons used by the Grant and 
Murphy stores were handled similarly 
except that each portion was removed 
when the tax was paid. The part thus 
removed was automatically cancelled. 

West Virginia pieces were usually stam- 
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ped with the date and were vaila only on 
the date of issuance, in the store of 

issue.

(The following is excerpted from the 
North Carolina section of the same book) 

The (North Carolina) coupons took three 
general forms: scrip, a tear-coupon, and 
the "memorandum*" This latter type was 
also used widely in West Virginia stores. 
According to store managers, scrip was 
the earliest type in use. They came in 
one-third cent denominations and carried 
Identical legends (in nearly all cases) 
except for the company name. If the 
customer paid 10c on a purchase, she 
would give the clerk an extra cent. He 
would then give her two scrip in change 
(as with tokens) since the state would 
be three Hills. The two other scrip 
were then valid for other counters. The 
tear-coupons usually had corner spaces, 
one marked "5c" and three ”10c". Thus 
if the customer paid her one cent as 
above, a "10c" corner would be torn off 
and the remaining slip handed to her for 
use elsewhere. The "memorandum" was a 
modified punch card on which denomina¬ 
tion spaces were marked as on the tear- 
coupon, but which were cancelled with a 
pencil or occasionally punched. The 
"memorandum" was usually good only on 
the day of its issue and usually dated by 
by the clerk. A few scrip came in de¬ 


nominations of "on 5c," "on 10c," etc., 
but this designation was used only by 
one company and for Just a short time. 

EDITOR'S NOTE: Sometimes it is diffi¬ 
cult to distinguish between the North 
Carolina and West Virginia paper tax 
slips. Most often the North Carolii 
pieces have the state name printed r. 
them, and occasionally the town. The 
West Virginia pieces only infrequently 
have the state name on them. The best 
way to distinguish them is that the to¬ 
tal of the amounts listed on the North 
Carolina slips comes to thirty-five 
cents. The West Virginia amounts total 
fifty cents. However, one of the 35c 
taxable amount pieces is also known for 
Illinois, but the state name is printed 
on that piece. One has been reported 
for Pennsylvania, but not examined.

I am "anti." 

Nis coined word is not as bad as some 
others which have been proposed in other 
quarters, for at least Mr. Alf.no has 
done his research on suffixes, prefixes, 
and root words. 

My objections are to the use of NOMISMA 
for NUM1SMA, since we employ the word 
"numismatics" rather than "nomlsmatics . " 
Ibelieve that we ahould use the Latin de¬ 
rivative rather than the Greek. There 
la no real difference. I also wonder if 
"numisma-telo" does not refer to “coin¬ 
tax" (a tax on coins? Mayhaps we have 
here the study of currency on which a 
tax la affixed?) I think that in place 
of NUKISMATELOLOCY, the word TELONUMIS¬ 
MATICS is the word to employ for collec¬ 
tors of and those who study tax-coins. 
NUMISMATICS is the basic word for the 
study of coins. NUMISMATOLOGY is an ac¬ 
cepted alternative, but means the same. 
TEIONUMISMATICS, therefore, is the study 
of tax-tokens and currency. A TELONUMIS- 
MATIST studies them.
